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A CONTRAST OF GOVERNMENTS. 

Tim ra'ost potent force in the .politics 
of a free government nowadays is public 
, opinion... It directs policy and restrains 
olliciuldom mOvo than anything else, 
working nnperceived at lirst, like writer 
through a dyke, and moving' afterwards 
powerfully in tinrestrainable volume. 
Of this we have a good sample in the 
overthrow of the reactionary party re- 
presented by the late government. That 
government came into officq_witli a good 
majority, and had every chance of a 
long tenure of power, bad they acted 
judiciously for the common, weal. The 
public were disposed to give them a fair 
i.tvial. , They started amid a chorus of 
protestations and announcements. .Soon, 
hoAvever, uiitruc notes wove heard by 
vigilant ears ; little doings were exposed 
( jn the press that showed character and 
purpose, and were treasured up by hon- 
est, critical men mixing little in politics, 
yet whose word, perhaps, nil the more on 
, that account went' far with those who 
did. Ministers enjoying power and be- 
, lieving they can manage all men, are 
,apt : to .disregard these little indicative 
things,. .forgetting that their own tem- 
porary privileges rest on public opinion, 
dike' the position and privileges of the 
people's representatives whom thu\ 
I Would try to manage., The most wretch- 
. ed kind ,.of man is the merely imitative 
man; and the miserablest politician is he 
who seeks a reputation in statecraft by 
imitating the worst practices of men 
really eminent. We arc not very far 
from the mark in saying that this was 
the sum and total of the political aspira- 
tion of the ofHcial leader of the late gov- 
ernment ; he aped the worst side of the 
character of an eminent politician in the 
cast, who, wit!) great talents that have 
served his generation, possibly will not 
loom so large, in history as a statesman, 
as be appears to his own generation as a 
politician. By the negligence of the 
public, however, for a time this stucco 
imitator in our own small field had con- 
siderable, success. Universally neglect- 
ing public opinion he multiplied the dis- 
cordant notes in his policy, careless as 
long as they were undetected by those 
representatives of the people whom he 
wheedled and cajoled. Such a policy 
bore, within it the germs of discomfiture 
and ruin. As these grew and developed 
before the public eye, the spectacle was 
presented in this free country of govern- 
ment by a professional person with an 
etitowriif/e of submission by retainers in 
the 1 Bouse of i Assembly. No era in our 
history was so discreditable and injuri- 
ous. All the acts of the government 
were infected by the prevailing want of 
honest 'principle and by the torturing of 
our free institutions to private ends- 
Inconsistent rashness, inconvenient au- 
dacity, personal spite^and the miserable 
lethargy that afllicts men without sound 
principle, characterized their acts in 
reference to both external and internal 
. policy. Finally adverse opinion grew 
to such a height, and a suicidal policy 
brought the government to such a fix, 
that the leader took refuge on a calm 
height and the debris- of the government 
was shovelled out of sight, pointing to 
their graves a political moral, though 
without political morals in their lives. 

Under these circumstances the present 
government came into power, with a 
fresh House of Assembly, under a popu- 
lar mandate to put things right and to 
recognize good principle's in ruling. We 
shall not say they have put all things 
right, for the farm, so to speak, h;ul 
.covered itself with weeds and thorns, 
while their predecessors held high feast 
in the house, and it was no easy task to 
cultivate and repair all at mice. But we 
• think ■ we may at least say that a good 
eil'orfc has been made ; that things are 
now 'ordered and sightly; and that the 
government is a shapely, efficient gov-

eminent, according to the intent or our 
constitution, and not a stucco, misshaped 
image of a government set up impudent- 
ly before the people. To recognize 
actual facts and come to some business 
understanding' with Canada that would 
I permit a serious effort to be made to con- 
vert stagnation into prosperity, was 
necessarily a first duty. To include in 
anv arrangement with Can; 
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arrangement with Canada the relief 



of the province from the unknowable 
liabilities connected with the dry dock ; 
to secure the construction of the Island 
Railway, and to unlock lands that were 
locked up, were things no less of obvious 
requirement than demanded by the 
unanimous voice of the people. These 
things we all know have been accom- 
plished effectively, though tlie circum- 
stances, the misconduct of the govern- 
ment, and the necessity involved in the 
very nature of the business compromise, 
have prevented our getting fully what 
we considered ourselves entitled to. In 
the above work of disentangling and ar- 
ranging the best energies of the present 
government have, up to the present time, 
been employed. Their constructive 
policy has not yet bad full scope to de- 
velop itself, but already it has gone far 
to change stagnation into prosperity, 
marking the brightest era in the history 
of the province. This earnest of what is 
to conn* is due to the administration of 
our affairs in the true spirit of our con- 
stitution, and to the honesty and ability 
of the government. 

The settlers are satisfied with the 
courteous and businesslike treatment 
which .they receive at the land office. 
The treasury is brimming, and the 
provincial wed it stands high. The 
means of education are being rapidly ex- 
tended. Our province and its resources 
have been made known far and wide. 
The contrast is great between the effici- 
ency of the legal department of the pres- 
ent government and that of the preced- 
ing one. The Judges perform their high 
functions undisturbed by t annoyances 
which absorbed half their energies. The 
civil service is contented. Those are facts 
which nobody can dispute, and with 
which our readers are as well acquainted 
as we are. They give us good assurance 
in entering upon a new year that, so far 
as the government of the country is con- 
cerned, we may expect a continuance 
and extension of the prosperity, now so 
firmly and happily enjoyed.

New Westminster District. 



What we say above of the city of New 
Westminster applies also to the district 
The people who have settled in that dis- 
trict have to remember, and those who 
intend to settle should consider, amid 
the initial difficulties of new home- 
making, one broad fact which guarantees 
the future, namely, that the district con- 
tains the only large mass of agricultural 
land anywhere on the mainland of the 
North Faeilic SJope, lying actually upon 
the ocean, with' a shipping port in its 
midst and with a navigable river run- 
ning through it which is sheltered at its 
mouth. The climate cannot he surpassed 
for healthful ne.ss and agreeableness, and 
the soil in most parts of the district is 
extraordinarily fertile, ,as anyone, with- 



out test, might predict from its alluvial 
origin. Farseeing men, who grasped 
these facts early, invested their labour 
and money on the strength of them and 
they have not been disappointed. When 
they did so, the country was entirely 
isolated and thinly peopled. The patent 
facts which originally governed their de- 
cision remain, and will be ceaselessly in- 
fiuentail ; but now external conditions 
have much improved and are improving- 
Local industries haye sprung up ; mar- 
kets have strengthened ; population has 
increased and, in addition to the naviga- 
ble river, roads penetrate the district and 
a trunk railway runs through its length, 
connecting it, not only with the interior 
of the mainland, but soon to be with re- 
gions beyond the Rockies. This latter 
amplification of means of intercourse 
and transport opens a new era to the 
settlers in the district. They have to 
think now of markets, possibly hundreds 
of miles away, instead of merely local 
requirements. With confidence, there- 
fore, it may be said that, if there be any- 
thing certain in human affairs, the value 
of every acre in the district will pro- 
gressively increase certainly and surely, 
if not always in the ratio which the rest- 
less desire. This is a most important 



consideration, for it tills the breast of the 
hardworking settler with hope as he 
wields the axe or turns the furrow. 
Judiciously invested labour in the dis- 
trict on the part of the rural settlers is, 
in our judgment, as sure an investment 
as a deposit in the government savings 
band, and with greater increment to 
afford a provision for old age and for the 
family. We might say the same of other 
districts in the province ; but wo mention 
.New Westminster district as having the 
largest compact agricultural population. 
Fortunately the population is of the 
best character, good in stock and train- 
ing, moral, thrifty mid intelligent. The 
community which they are forming will 
have these characteristics which, more 
than anything merely material, make in- 
dividual life worthy and society secure. 
A great modern poet has- said, what 
sounds strange in the ears of roving col- 
onists, that where a man is born there it 
is lit that he should live, do his appoint- 
ed weak and die. In this, no doubt, 
there is a large element ef truth, though 
the full acceptation of it would stop colon- 
ization. In so far, however, as it may b e 
true we know few places in which it 
could more properly be adopted as a 
household maxim than on the Lower 



Fraser, where nature has done so much 
to make good social life possible. We 
look forward, with our readers in that 
district, to its brightening future and 
cordially offer to thorn and to all the 
same kind wishes of the season which 
we have respectfully tendered above to 
the inhabitants of the fair city to whose 
growth the .ruritl community of New 
Westminster district has so largely con- 
tributed. 



Coasting Trade. 



New Westminster City. 



To us, who remember the earliest days 
of New Westminster, the present appear- 
ance of the city is very pleasing. Its 
position on the bank of our greatest 
river, in the midst of a fine district, and 
the actual site itself . presaged a great 
future; but the pioneers of the city had 
hard work at the beginning, and indeed 
for many years, in removing the very 
heavy timber that covered the surface. 
The work never relaxed and the people 
never lost their spirit or their faith in 
the future of the place which they had 
chosen for their residence. Year by 
year, through good times and bad times, 
chequered by hopes and disappointments, 
the work went on. The forest giants 
were laid low, the sacrificial snnke went 
up ; but the stubborn stumps stood then- 
ground for long. In time they, too, had 
to vield to the persistent energy of the 
inhabitants, after contesting every plat 
through which a street was forced or on 
which buildings were placed. Now the 
gentle slope from the river bank is inter- 
sected with fair streets and loaded with 
solid business structures, dotted with 
public edifices and buildings for public 
use and adorned with handsome dwell- 
ings, neat cottages, orchards and garden's. 
Were we not so apt to underestimate 
what is familiar it would be recognized 
that probably no city on the continent, 
certainly none on the Pacific Slope, 
shows 80 markedly as the city of New 
Westminster in its history the birth, the 
energy, the persistency through which 
civilized man; triumphs, in the long run, 
over natural difficulties. We are glad to 
think that this past labor will not be in 
vain. The. rough birth and laborious 
youth of the city presage stalwart man- 
hood and longevity. Its progress during 
the past year has been great, and there.' 
is every prospect that this progress will 
continue, owing to the energy and pub- 
lic spirit of the people, the attractive- 
ness of the city for residence, its com- 
manding position in a district of varied 
and valuable resources weekly adding to 
its population. Every hundred now set- 
tlers in the district means hundreds who 
will follow them, and every addition to 
the rural or industrial community means 
mOre business for the city. As we say 
elsewhere, the rise of Burrard's Inlet 
will not substraH the solid constituents

RETROSPECTIVE AND PROSPECTIVE. 

The year 1844 has gone, in our own 
little divisions of time ; but it has not 
"gone." inanyothersen.se. The chron- 
ological mould is broken ; but the eon- 
tents are fixed in an unchangeable shape. 
To alter anything that lias been, in the 
smallest particular, is the most impossible 
thing among all the impossibilities of 
which the mind can conceive. When we 
speak of " omnipotence," we are not able; 
for a moment, to think that what has 
been can he actually reproduced or al- 
tered. Similar conditions to ours may 
have surrounded other individuals or 
societies in the history of mankind, and 
these may recur elsewhere — "history may 
repeat- itself," as the phrase is; but for 
us, and as a part of our little achieve- 
ment in the world scheme (whatever that 
may he) the past in general, and its par- 
ticular characterisin in the by-gone year 
remain fixed and silent, whether we have 
done well or ill in our individual or in 
our corporate capacity. It is only with 
the. latter, of course, and indeed only 
with some phases of the latter that, as 
journalists, we have to do as regards the 
year just passed. We think, upon the 
whole that; as a conimumity, we may 
part from the year 18S4 with such satis- 
faction as is possible in parting from that 
which wo cannot again meet, though we 
might wish to do so, in order to improve 
what was amiss, to renew happy hours, 
or to clasD the hands of vanished friends. 

We hope and think it may be said 
that, in this province generally, the 
standards of religious and moral duty 
which communities have chiefly to re- 
gard have suffered no lowering in the 
past year. The churches, all of which 
are equal before the civil law, have never 
been more zealous in guarding spiritual 
interests, or more active and outspoken 
on questions of a specially religious and 
moral character. True, there is much 
among us which we have to deplore as of 
immoral and unsocial tendency, much 
profligacy, profanity and intemperance ; 
but it is well that, at best, the standards 
of sustaining principles have been up- 
held by those in whose hands they are, 
and by the bravest, truest and most 
devout among the laity. 

The cherished work of fostering the 
education of the young in all parts of 
the province has been largely extended, 
and increasingly receives public approval 
and support. It will be to the honor of 
this generation, in the brightened future 
of British Columbia, that they did so 
much for the cause of education by es- 
tablishing and supporting liberally a com- 
mon school system accessible to all classes 
alike, and whilst respecting the religious 
feelings of all without being sectarian. 
No country has done so much dor educa- 
tion as this province, considering its age 
and its strength. This consideration 
alone prevents our being able to point, 
now, to more than the excellent begin- 
nings of a high school system, which will 
be extended when circumstances permit. 

Politically, looking beyond what is 
merely transient, we may congratulate 
ourselves on the; general efficiency and 
decorum with which public affairs are 
conducted. The voice of the people 
finds suitable expression in the legisla- 
tive chamber anil public opinion suffi- 
ciently influences the general conduct of 
the executive. Appeals to sectional feel- 
iugs do not react .favorably on those who 
make them. The civil service is not 
negligent. It is notable, as showing tin: 
growth of sound sentiment, that our 
public men, even some who are charged 
with exacting duties, do not stand aloof 
from the efforts which good men make 
in various ways to promote the religious 
and moral well-being of the community. 
The experiment of a single legislative 
chamber has, so far, been very satisfa* - 
tory. 

The reverence for the law, which is a 
marked characteristic of this community, 
and the best proof of their advanced 
social condition and fitness for self-gov- 
ernment, remains undiminished. There 
has been no want of law-abidingness 
during the past year, except a transient 
impatience on. the part of a few persons 
in New Westminster, which the inhab- 
itants of that orderly city doubtless will 
take care shall not be felt or, manifested 
on any future occasion. 

If we must speak of the press as one 
of the agencies that are. at. work' in 
moulding {he future character of the 
people we are too sensible of many short- 
comings, to take much credit to ourselves. 
But we think we may say, for ourselves 
and. our contemporaries in this province, 
that at least a worthy effort is made to 
sueceed in a difficult task ; that, upon the 
whole, a healthy tone is maintained, that 
we try to be on the side of truth against 



laxity of opinion and practice, and that, 
if we cannot elevate, we do not degrade 
the activities of human life. The Colonist, 
for its part, when the occasion seemed 
important, has never hesitated to affirm 
and defend sound doctrine and polity, no 
matter who might approve or dissent. 
To this, probably, is largely due the 
ample' yet growing public support for 
which we are so grateful. We now enter 
upon the present year, which we trust 
will be a happy one for all our readers, 
with a renewed hope that we may merit 
a continuance and increase of that sup- 
port by faithfully doing the work which 
is entrusted to our ham Is for the service 
of the public.

The most important politieial event of 
the year was the adjustment by the 
" Settlement Bill " of certain long-stand- 
ing differences with Camula, owing to 
the default of the hitter with respect to 
railway construction. These differences 
had caused much embarrassment, and 
given rise, to feelings of bitterness and 
exasperation. The Province has carried 
out its pari V,f the bargain, and the gen- 
eral effect of the adjustment has been 
very satisfactory. The Dominion I lov- 
ernment lately have made t\ claim to the 
gold and silver within the railway belt, 
and seek also to establish that the dead 
letter "Settlement, li'dl " |of May I2tl 
ISNtt, withdrew from that date tb 
provincial domain east of Kainloops from 
the control of the Provincial Govern 
incut. The construction of the Canadian 
Railway has rapidly progressed; the gat 
of 270 miles between Savona's b'erryam 
the east crossing of the Columbia is tin 
scene ol' vigorous work', giving hope that 
the line will be opeii for through traffic 
during the present year. The vexci 
question of the mainland terminus has 
been decided in favor of Coal Harbor an< 
English Hay. The railway in Vancouver 
Island, between Esquimalt and Nanaimo, 
is now being made. A short brand 
from some point near Esquimalt harbor 
will connect Victoria with the main line. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
having declined to undertake the con 
struction of the island line, and a^San 
Francisco company w hich offered to do 
it having withdrawn, the contract was 
given to the present company, which is 
composed mainly of British Columbia 
and Californiau capitalists. Several 
hundred men are now at work near 
Chernainus. The contract to finish tin 
Esquimalt dry dock has been let to a 
firm of Canadian contractors, whose agent 
is now in the province making arrange- 
ments to begin work. The anti-Chinese 
bill passed by the House of Assembly 
during the last session was disallowed by 
the Governor General, on the allegation 
that it was unconstitutional. A coin- 
mission to make inquiries and report on 
facts to assist the judgment of the Cana- 
dian Parliament in legislating on tin 
Chinese question arrived here in August, 
and spent about three weeks in pursuinj. 
their inquiries. The general feeling ii 
the province is that the appointment of 
the commission was unnecessary, arv 
that the inquiry was too local and bur 
ried. This burning ipiestioii, which de 
inands solution to protect society, and in 
the interest of civilized labour, will no 
doubt receive attention at an early date, 
both in the Provincial and Canadian 
legislatures. The crops throughout the 
country have been generally good, and 
the markets remunerative. Industries 
are nourishing and expanding. Then 
has been a large, steady influx of tin 
best kind of immigrants. The vigorous, 
sustaining efforts of the government 
make the province ami its resourc 
known abroad, by the appointment i 
agents in the great centres of population 
and particularly by its admirable emi 
gration literature, has been mud 
praised, The growth of the population 
in the Eraser River district required the 
establishment of a branch land office in 
that district. 

The amounts appropriated for public 
works in the province by the Provincial 
Government during the last, six financial 
years were as follows :

The total estimated revenue For the 
hist year was 8670,000, and the total ex- 
penditure such as to leave a surplus ol 
over $100,000. It is probable that the 
coining .year will give even a better 
showing. 

The different cities throughout the 
province have increased greatly during 
the past year. The growth of Victoria 
has been remarkable. Solid new busi- 
ness premises and handsome new dwell- 
ings meet the eye everywhere. Steam- 
boats crowd along the water front. New- 
people with fresh ideas, energies and 
capital have revolutionized the place and 
stimulated the older citizens. There is 
every sign of further progress and im- 
provement. The Canadian government 
at last have erected quarantine buildings 
at Albert ! Head, hut no sttjps have been 
taken to erect the militia barracks at 
Victoria, for which a large vote was 
made the Canadian estimates last year. 

The submarine electric cable between 
Victoria and Point Angelos, Washington 
Territory, was successfully laid on the 
21st of October. A general feeling has 
grown during the past year that the 



time has come for the city to hare a 
complete system of underground drain- 
ige. The people see their own interest 
in making the city as healthful and 
attractive as possible. • The planting of 
shade trees in the streets and the substi- 
tution of elegant, movable awnings for 
the unsightly wooden verandas, find 
favour with many. The practice of 
leaving goods on Hie sidewalks, and ex- 
posing goods on the Outside fronts of 
shops, should be discouraged as impeding 
the sidewalks and inciting to theft. The 
by-law to enable the corporation to raise 
§100,0000 chiefly to construct a high] 
and low. reservoir, a new police barrack 
anil lock-up, and to purchase the electric 
light plant from the contractor, was not 
sanctioned by the ratepayers when re- 
ferred to them in August last. It is be- 
lieved that the ratepayers disapproved 
the relative appropriations and the 
method, not the objects with which the 
by-law partly proposed to deal. The lo- 
cation of the gaol and its accommoda- 
tions have been found unsuitable. It is 
in the most public part of the city. There 
is no separate accommodation for women 
or juvenile offenders. 'Professional crim- 
inals, drunkards, vagrants, and lunatics 
are .sometimes huddled together, owing 
to the insufficiency of cells. The gaol is 
clean and well managed, but a more 
roomy and secure building is required. 
The Provincial Asylum at New West- 
minster, having been found insufficient 
and in many respects defective, various 
alterations and additions have been 
made, including the erection of a physic- 
ian's resilience. Owing to the high price 
of gas in Victoria the City Council 
terminated their contract with the Gas 
Company at the close of 1883 and enter- 
ed into arrangements with a contractor 
to light the streets with electric light. 
The light as at present supplied from 
three masts is considered to be inade- 
quate, and steps must bo taken soon to 
secure the moro effective illumination of 
the city. The calendar of the assizes in 
Victoria during the past year was heavy, 
with an immense number of Chinese and 
Indians accused of serious offences. The 
evidence given generally at the assizes 
showed the connection between ■ intem- 
perance and crime. In June last a terri- 
ble accident occurred through the ex- 
plosion of gas in the South Wellington 
mine, Nanaimo, the first of the kind in 
the province, by which twenty-three un- 
fortunate men lost their lives. A large 
fund was raised for the relief of the 
widows and children, and an inquiry 
made into the cause of tho disaster, 
wliich was not exactly ascertained. The 
death of Leopold, Duke of Albany, 
Queen Victoria's fourth and youngest 
son, in March last, elicited much sym- 
pathy here with his mother.whoso private 
and public virtues are so sincerely appre- 
ciated. This will doubtless be formally 
expressed by the legislature in its ap- 
proaching session. 

The permanent interest which tho peo- 
ple take in the cause of popular educa- 
tion was fully manifested in the past 
year. The first election in Victoria un- 
der the amended School Act, which pro- 
vides for the division of the city into 1 
three wards with two trustees to each 
and an annual tenure of office, took place 
in June last. ! Women voted for the 
first time and cast 400 votes out of 1 ,.'300. 
They took a great interest in the election 
and canvassed vigorously. Under our 
non-sectarian system the religious element 
does not enter largely into these elec- 
tions, general efficiency and respect- 
ability being chiefly regarded in candi- 
dates. Two new ward schools were 
erected, and another is required. Four 
extra teachers were appointed in the 
city. The old high school Iwas reseated 
and two additional classes were forniod. 
A clause introduced into the franchise 
bill to give the political .suffrage to 
women was thrown out by the House of 
Assembly, with many compliments to 
the sex and the general ex]>ression r of a 
hope that the result of the experiment of 
giving women the right to vote for or 
.act as school trustees, which they now 
possess, will be such as to justify the ex- 
tension of the privilege. 

The advocates of the cause of temper- 
ance in the use of liquors have been ac- 
tive during the past year. The weekly 
meetings of the Blue Ribbon Club in this 
city have been well attended by both 
sexes, and have been enlivened by music, 
songs and stirring speeches. Very good 
work also has been done by the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union; The 
epiestion, lately raised, as to whether the 
Dominion or the Province is entitled to 
control the liquor trade, has been argued 
before the Supreme Court of Canada by 
counsel from the different provinces, in- 
cluding British Columbia, but the Court 
has not yet given its decision. Vigorous 
and partially successful efforts have 
been made to suppress illegal gampling, 
but the, temptations to sexual vice, even 
more destructive to morals, are permitted 
to exist in the city. Public opinion, it is 
hoped, will enable those in authority to 
abate this disgusting nuisance. The sad 
spectacle of two boys, of tender age ac- 
cused of burglar}' and larceny was seen 
at the lost assizes. More care should be 
taken of their children by some parents. 
Boys run about the streets when they 
should be in bed. The condition of 
Indian affairs, especially on the North- 
west Coast, cannot be called satisfactory. 
The transfer of the Indians to the care 
of the Canadian Government has, from 
whatever reason, had the effect of weak- 
ening the wholesome idea of authority 
which the Indians formerly attached to 
the Colonial Government. ■ A commission 
appointed by the Provincial Government 
visited the Northwest Coast in Novem- 
ber tu make inquiries respecting the 
notorious Metlahkahtla squabble, and 
their report will be laid before the House 
of Assembly. New gold diggings have 



been found on Lome Creek, a tributary 
of Skeena River, but not of sufficient ex- 
tent, so far as known, to justify any rush 
thither in the spring. The Umatilla, a 
steamship uf 2,140 tons, which had sunk 
in- Esquimalt harbor, was successfully 
raised and floated in August last. We 
were visited by the famous Canadian I 
oarsman, Hanlan, who pleased people by 
his unassuming behaviour, and also by 
the American pugilist; Sullivan, wdiose 
conduct increased the disgust of the pub- 
lic with professional pugilism, in addi- 
tion to the old-established Mechanics 
Institute, with its snug reading room and 
lrrge library, the Cathedral Institute, de- 
signed to provide rational recreation, 
both literary and athletic, was establish- 
ed last June with a good roll of members'. 
Since then a Voung Men's Christian 
Association has been formed with much 
promise of usefulness. The tire depart 
ment has maintained its well established 
reputation and has- turned out with its 
apparatus in first rate order, promptly 
whenever its services have been required. 
Fortunately we have no extensive con- 
flagration to record. The general condi- 
tion of the militia force in the province 
is stated by the inspecting officer to be 
good, 'and the attendance at drill satisfac- 
tory, considering that the men have pri- 
vate business to attend to. Our local 
troops did well when acting with the 
seamen and marines in a sham fight at 
Beacon Bill. We hope that many of our 
young men will join the headquarter 
batteries during the present year. Tin' 
always, pleasant relations between the 
navy and the citizens have been further 
enjoyed and strengthened. The Amateur 
Dramatic Company of one of the ships 
gave a performance in aid of local chari- 
ties. Admiral Lyons left the station 
with the good wishes of every one, and 
his successor, Admiral Baird, was heart- 
ily welcomed. The conduct of the men 
on shore has been uniformly good, and 
tho line appearance and efficiency of the 
seamen ami marines at the Beacon Hill 
shamfight and review justified the pride 
with which the citizens regard their 
friends and defenders. The show of the 
British Columbian Agricultural Society 
took place in September in their new 
building at Beacon Hill, and was one of 
the best that we have seen. It was fol- 
lowed by an excellent exhibition at 
Saanich. The strike of carpenters and 
bricklayers for a nine-hour system was 
conducted in a proper spirit and finally 
reached an adjustment. Several con- 
tractors have' stopped payment and ab- 
sconded, to the embarrassment of their 
workmen. The practice of letting con- 
tracts to men of straw, who bid below 
the market, should be modified and more 
attention paid to their standing and the 
reasonableness of their bid. The work- 
men also should insist on their wages 
being paid regularly at short dates. If a 
contractor cannot pay his men weekly it 
is best for everybody that he should be 
pushed into a corner at once. The rough 
conduct of touters at our wharfs, which 
is so disagTeeable to visitors, has been 
checked, but continued supervision is 
necessary. A new church, called St. 
James church, was erected at James' Bay 
by the Anglican denomination, supply- 
ing u want felt in that rising part of the 
city. There has been no lack during the 
year of public balls, concerts and social 
gatherings of various kinds — some simp- 
ly for recreation, others to further moral 
and social interests. The refined accom- 
plishment of music always has befell 
valued here, and we note with pleasure 
indications that the community appreci- 
ates art. The excellent band of H. M. S. 
Swiftsure played in the grounds uf the 
government (mildings on many Saturday 
afternoons. The Victoria Amateur 
Orchestral Society, which was formed 
half a dozen years ago for the practice 
of good 1 classical music, is in a thriv- 
ing condition. The oratorio of Queen 
Esther was successfully performed last 
March with a chorus of oyer 100 voices, 
A substantial company has been formed 
to build a theatre, and has purchased 
ground and accepted a tender for a hand- 
some edilice that will cost about 850,000, 
The Chinese erected a, theatre during the 
year that holds about 400 persons. We 
continue unable to record any dis- 
tinguished act of personal munificence 
on the part of our rich men topromote the 
higher interests of the community, such as 
we read of elsewhere, on the part of 
some whom, fortune has favored. There 
has been an unusual number of deaths 
among the older citizens during the past 
year. We miss many familiar forms, 
whose presence in the streets among the 
new coiners, linked us to the past. Our 
visitors have been numerous, not only 
from our friendly neighboring population 
in Washington Territory, whom we al- 
ways are so glad to see, but from all 
parts of the world, men of leisure and 
capitalists, including political and rail- 
way magnates from the United States. 
Upon the whole, the year 1SS4 has been 
a satisfactory one, and it now must be 
the business of the year 1885 to emulate 
and excel it. To us the retrospect is 
specially pleasing by the proof it affords 
of the soundness 1 of our contention, that 
it was only necessary to release the grip 
of the reactionary party from' the neck of 
the province, in order to secure a long 
season of prosperity (a prosperity which 
we believe will be undiminished during 
the present year. 



THE FUTURE OF OUR TRADE AND 
OUR CITIES. 



■ Pun, Hides; Etc., Exported.-— The de- 
mand for furs have increased lately, and 
prices in the European markets have ad- 
vanced. The seal fishery off the west 
coast of this Island was fairly successful 
last season, and a good catch is antici- 
pated next year. During the year just 
closed the value of the furs, hides and 
skins exported from the province was 
.*437,223. 



TRADE IX GENERAL 
The province in general has not exper- 
ienced in the pastyeurthe business depresr 
sion that exists elsewhere. This has been 
partly owing, no doubt, to the expendi- 
ture on railway construction, but not 
perhaps to that cause so much as might 
be thought. There have been a consul- j 
erable influx of men with means, a large 
addition to the ranks of permanent 
settlers, and increased vigor in most of 
our established industries with the start- 
ing, also, of some new ones. This 
healthy and expansive condition is likely 
to continue, though there may be, as 
happens everywhere, an overplus of 
traders in particular lines of business, 
ami a diminution in the turnover of 
those .who have been relying on the 
effect of railway construction expendi- 
ture in their immediate neighborhood. 
Little change, however, even in this re- 
spect, will lie experienced in the present 
year, as the main construction works of 
the Canadian Pacific railway will con- 
tinue during the most part of it, and 
will be followed by a large expenditure 
in connection with the! western terminus 
and the thorough completion, repair and 
permanent operation of the line. Afore- 
over, the work on the Vancouver Island 
railway line, and the ISsquimalt dock, is 
not likely to be ended for two or three 
years. It will be a novel sensation when 
the dock is linished: we have been so 
accustomed to regard its construction as 
a thing that "goes on forever." The ef- 
fect of the completion of these railway 
lines cannot fail to stimulate most of our 
established industries, and to give ri.se 
to new ones that will add much to the 
business of the country. Our producers 
generally will be benefited by improved 
means of communication. Now is there 
any reason why the usual phenomena of 
the railway era should not occur here? 
One railway breeds another. There is 
a constant tendency, which has almost 
the force of a natural law, impelling out- 
lying districts to "connect" with main 
lines, and external commerce to seek 
improved channels. Any reasonable in- 
dication, even of a sufficient prospective 
trade, suffices to turn men's minds to the 
practical epiestion of constructing new 
lines of transport. It is probable that 
in the near future the wants of the 
country and the true interest of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway Company will 
demand the construction of independent 
lines from Washington Territory to the 
Lower Eraser, and also up the Columbia 
valley to Eagle Pass — lines for which 
legislative sanction already is sought. 
The physical surface of the province is 
such as to prescribe where railways can 
be made, and to prevent competition, if 
they are made along the natural routes. 
The Island railway will not have Na- 
naimo very Jong for a terminus, but will 
lie extended to Comox, and possibly 
farther. The anthracite beds of th 
Scmilkamcen, if they are of the impor 
tancc stated, or the raw material of 
human industry anywhere, will not re- 
main isolated from means of cheap trans 
portation to the main railway, when 
their value has been proved. 

T1IK REAL BASIS OF TRADE. 
It is not, however, to the immediate 
effect of abnormal expenditure on rail- 
way or public works that business men 
look for the support of trade. The real 
basis, and that which limits the area of 
sound business is the number of settled 
population of the country — the miners, 
fanners, graziers, anil those employed in 
our permanent industries. These, by 
their labor and skill, add to the wealth 
of the country, and the chief value of 
railways and steamboats is in enabling 
them to do this more quickly. If they 
make a surplus over their own require- 
ments the}' consume moro largely and 
pay more! regularly. Their condition, 
therefore, regulates both the soundness 
ami partly, also, the volume of trade 
and commerce, though the volume miry 
be increased indefinitely in proportion 
to the number of paying customers. So 
far as we can judge, our existing in- 
dustries are, as above said, in a generally 
healthy condition, and it is certain that 
they are on the eve of considerable ex- 
pansion, and that new ones w ill spring- 
Up. Our illimitable mineral resources 
will continue to be the basis of our 
wealth. We see no reason to doubt that 
our occupied farming and grazing lauds 
will increase in real value. The fishing 
and hunting interests may be regarded 
as in their infancy; they will be directly 
favored by railway communication with 
eastern consumers. Slowly but surely, 
fruit farms will dot the coast, and 
stretch along a great part of the railway 
line on the mainland. The possibilities 
of wine growing, in some localities, will 
be discussed, and this may result in suc- 
cessful experiments and the establish- 
ment of viticulture as a provincial 
industry. 

MANUFACTORIES. 
The suitableness of this province for 
manufactures of various kinds, and es- 
pecially of kinds in demand in territories 
in the first stage of settlement cannot be 
doubted. We regard this as one of the 
most essential matters for immediate 
consideration. Isolated as we have been 
with a small population no attention has 
been given to this subject and, per- 
haps, few among us are sufficiently 
experienced to discern the condition 
that, comparatively, favor the province, 
as a possible manufacturing field. One 
of the most immediate advantages of 
rapid communication with the east will 
be the influx of men versed in these con- 
ditions and able td'judge well on this 
important subject. What everyone bos 
to recognize 'is that British Columbia 
ends at the Rocky Mountains only politi- 



cally, as a political corporation for certain 
purposes. We are. on the eve of a great 
addition to our real population, which is 
that which we can include within our in- 
dustrial and commercial sphere. Virtu- 
ally, for certain industrial and commer- 
cial purposes, the population, at least a 
long way towards Winnipeg, will have 
to be regarded soon as a British Colum- 
bian population. We make trade with 
them as unrestrictedly as with the peo- 
ple within our political boundaries. 
They will lie ours by tho ledger, if not 
by legal statute. 

OUR CITIES AS TRADE CENTRES, 
The probable effect -which coming 
events will have on our existing cities 
and trade centres cannot be passed with- 
out a word of com ment. It is obvious to 
those acquainted with the nature of the 
surface of the country, that the Canadian 
Pacific railway company, even if they 
desired, cannot make and unmake cities 
in this province so easily as they could 
in the level country along the line east 
of the Rocky Mountains. 

VICTORIA. 

The position of Victoria, commanding 
the trade of the coast, and, virtually, 
the common terminus of t wo transconti- 
nental railways— the Northern Pacific 
and the Canadian Pacilie — and the per- 
manent Naval Station and the location 
of the Dry Dock, is, we think, assured. 
We do not foresee any combination of 
circumstances likely to check the steady 
growth of this city, as the commercial, 
banking, legal, official, and, possibly, 
manufacturing centre uf the province, 
and a most desirable place for residence, 
whether Ave consider its climate, its 
scenic attractions, or its civilized con- 
veniences. Kail way communication with 
Nanaimo will do good to both places, 
without lessening the business of either, 
Railway ferry connection via Nana- 
imo with Coal Harbor and English 
Bay will give the people of the capital 
swift and easy communication with the 
mainland terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, while Esquimalt and 
Victoria, by means of the Island Rail- 
way, will become the chief shipping 
points for the foreign bound coal and 
other products. Here the principal coal 
manufactories are already established, 
and the proximity of Victoria to the coal 
and iron measures, combined with the 
start she has, and the control her posi- 
tion gives her of the coast markets, 
must continue her as the most prominent 
manufacturing centre of the province. 
NEW WESTMINSTER. 

On tho mainland, New Westminster 
will hold her own and grow. She' can- 
not be displaced from her advantageous 
position as the business centre of the 
most important agricultural district in 
the province, and of flourishing fisheries 
in a river of which she commands the 
waterway. The city, also, has many ad- 
vantages for residences — a fine climate, 
cxcelleut water, a picturesque situation, 
and every social requirement We do 
not think that property holders in. New 
Westminster need be anxious as to' the 
policy of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company with reference to a mainland 
terminus. That depended on considera- 
tions connected with the command of a 
harbor suitable for the purposes of a 
transcontinental line, and in this respect 
Coal Harbor and English Bay have great 
advantages. But, whatever route from 
Pitt River to the terminus may be 
chosen, it would suit nuitfier the Railway 
company nor the public that New West- 
minster should be passed without a con- 
necting lino. The city may consider 
herself as a terminal suburb, with an 
assured future that will correspond in 
growth with the development of the im- 
portant lower Eraser region. 

COAL HARBOR AND ENGLISH RAY. 

That a town of magnitude, an aggre- 
gation at first, of wharves, railway 
storehouses, engine-houses, car-shdds, 
machine-shops and dwellings, . with a 
semi-urban character, will be formed in 
the immediate future in the Coal Harbor 
and English Bay locality, is a necessary 
result of the selection of that locality 
as a terminus. The terminal station will 
be there, and the mountain division sta- 
tion will be at liugle Pass. The fact of 
a trans-continental railway terminus 
means a very great original and con- 
tinuous expenditure, and a population 
of several thousands. This, in itself, is 
sufficient to give a considerable start to 
a new city. What may accrete round 
that strong stem, the future will deter- 
mine. The locality, already, has saw- 
mills, and is favorably known as a ship- 
ping port. It is admirably placed for 
the preparing and handling of whatever 
the sea may produce, and the possible 
sea products are various and unlimit- 
ed. Eor ship-building, the locality 
offers unusual facilities. It is within 
easy distance, by sheltered navigation, 
of coal mines and iron mines, and there 
is no reason why it may not be the seat 
of many manufactures, if lack of energy 
in existing towns leave the field open. 
In the above respects, it is much in the 
same position as Nanaimo, plus the trans- 
continental railway terminus. • We need 
not, however, say that, a near, populous 
back country, more than the sea in front, 
as a rule, helps to make a city out of the 
natural landing place for imports and 'the 
natural shipping place for exports. Near- 
ness, of course, is a comparative term ; 
it may be found possible, at some . sea- 
sons, or in some states of the markets, 
to bring certain products of Central 
Canada this way for export. .'A 'con- 
siderable trade will spring up with 
the Orient for the supply or Brit- 
ish Columbia; and the region immed- 
iately east of the Bockies. Upon 
the whole, we foresee, under railway 
fostering, n considerable development in 
the Coul Harbor and English Baylo- 
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cality from sound roots, in which we can 
rejoice, as likely to add to the produc- 
tive power and wealth of the country 
without injuring existing cities, if the' 
latter show due vigilance and activity. 
The vigorous new baby will not stint 
the other children of their porridge if 
they "keep round" at mealtimes. 

TOWNS OK THE MAINLAND INTERIOR. 
The interior of the mainland, as a 
specially growing region, with valuable 
arable tracts interspersed, has Ofllj had 
hitherto hamlets and villages for its 
business centres. The tendency of the 
existence of a trunk railway in the south- 
ern part of the interior will l>e to draw- 
to a convenient centre a large part of 
the business now done at these places. 
Most of them, nevertheless, will con- 
tinue in about the condition in which 
they were before receiving a stimulus 
from railway expenditure, because ft por- 
tion of the specially local wants, in- 
creased of course by the effect of gen- 
eral prosperity, will still be supplied 
from small local centres. The opening 
of coal mines, fruit growing, milling, or 
manufacturing of any kind, may enable 
some one of these plaees to rise above 
the others. We, therefore, think that 
investors at existing villages in the in- 
terior need not apprehend that their 
modest expectations will not be realized 
in the long run. Where the general 
distributing centre for the interior region 
will be cannot he said with absolute cer- 
tainty. There will bo only one such 
centre, for the business of the region 
will not support two cities, it will 
probably be somewhere between the 
Selkirks and Cache creek. That a par- 
ticular centre will be necessary for the 
whole, instead of local centres for parts, 
except of the character above indicated, 
arises from the inevitable change which 
the railway will cause. In the past, 
everything required in the interior en- 
tered the country through established 
distributing towns on the coast ; in the 
future, everything won't. A very large 
part of the requirements of the interior 
of the mainland, in future, must enter 
the province in its southeastern angle, 
by the Canadian Pacitie railway from 
Canada, and by steamboat or a railway 
up the Columbia river or its valley, from 
the United States. To understand this, 
the point of view must be shifted from 
Vancouver Island to Kootenay, when it 
will be seen that imperative considera- 
tions dictate these two routes, and these 
alone. The mass of the imports thus in- 
troduced, of course, will require a dis- 
tributing centre. The most likely place 
obviously will be where these converg- 
ing Canadian and United States high- 
ways meet, if local conditions are at 
that point suitable— a matter on which 
we are not at present well informed. 
This inevitable change, as regards part 
of our provincial trade, w;us early recog- 
nized by the far-seeing promoters of im- 
proved means of transportation in the 
southeast region of the province, and its 
certainty explains the support given to 
such proposals very generally by the 
people of the interior. They recognize 
that circumstances require that there 
shall be another Victoria in the eastern 
part of the province — a mining, saw- 
milling, manufacturing, railway city. 
On this point Mr. Sproat, one of the. 
most experienced and shrewdest men in 
the province, says in his report of last 
year: 

"Nor is it improbable that, in the 
future, another portion of Canadian, and 
also American, goods from the east, will 
be deposited at, and distributed from, 
soiae place in the neighborhood of Eagle 
Pass, to meet, for the time, the wants of 
those employed in making the railway, 
and, permanently, of any miners in Big 
Bend to the north, who, owing to the de- 
fective navigation of the Upper Colum- 
bia, cannot be so well supplied from 
Kicking Horse Pass, and to supply any 
lumbering or other settlements on the 
Columbia river, between Eagle Pass and 
the boundary. There will be large saw- 
mills in the. neighborhood of Eagle Pass, 
and there may be sawmills lower down 
the Columbia." 

Upon the whole, we are glad to be able 
to think that we may look to a sound 
and increasing trade, generally in the 
province without any large disturbance 
of existing interests and arrangements, 
except in the. , respects above-mentioned, 
which are chiefly connected with the 
probable rise of a new town at Burrard's 
Inlet, and another on - the Columbia 
river, as phenomena of legitimate ex- 
pansion and development.

The 
novelty of direct importation and the un - 
usual number of solicitors For the trade 
no doubt was a means to this end. The 
system of payment adopted by eastern 
firms is that of 30 or GO days, while that 
of Victoria wholesale houses is open ac- 
counts. The consequence of this has 
been that the' notes of tin; eastern men 
had to be met promptly, while Victoria 
wholesale men have in quite a number of 
eases been delayed in their payments. 
This is the only reason for the fact that 
payments have not been promptly met 
during the last (>0 days. Whether there 
is a desire on the part of eastern houses 
to force the trade of the Piwinco we 
cannot say; certainly there have been an 
unusually large number of travellers 
seeking it during the past season. There 
have been no losses as yet, however, nor 
is there any anticipation that there will 
be. In fact, with*the exceptiou that 
payments have been delayed, there is no 
unsatisfactory condition but an entire 
immunity from loss. Now that a period 
of commercial advancement is extending 
over the Province, neither wholesalers nor 
retailers should allow themselves to be 
carried away by the fact, and run large 
accounts. The experiences that have 
overtaken cities -and provinces in the east 
from this very folly, and which is also at 
present the experience of Manitoba and 
our near neighbor, Oregon, should be 
sufficient to cause all commercial men to 
exercise as much wisdom and discretion 
in buying and selling as though times 
were stringent and there was an actual 
necessity for it. The only industry that 
is at all languishing is that of salmon 
canning; this from two facts: the falling 
off in the English consumption and the 
extraordinary number who launched 
into the industry. As there is likely to 
be a great decrease in the. number of 
canneries operating and also a smaller 
output by those who will, a revival of 
the trade may be looked for in a year or 
two. The outlook for the incoming 
year is very satisfactory, while there is j 
cause for congratulation in the fact that, 
while there is a general depression in 
Eastern Canada, the whole of the United 
States and England, here in British Col- 
umbia we enjoy general prosperity. 

MR. U. I'. RITHET, 

President of the Board of Trade, and one 
of the most prominent men of business, 
none of whom are more deeply involved 
or who take greater interest in the pro- 
gress of the country, said that the- busi- 
ness generally of the past year had 
proved most satisfactory, and with the 
exception of the fishing industry, every- 
thing had prospered and advanced. In 
the wholesale trade a splendid business 
bad been done — much larger than the 
year previous — although with increased 
competition from Eastern Canada. The 
low rate of freights prevailing during 
the year had made shipping interests 
somewhat unprofitable, though the cus- 
toms returns show a much larger number 
of ships for the past year than For sev- 
eral years previous. There was every 
indication that the coming year would 
be as equally prosperous for trade gener- 
ally. The prosecution of tin; Island 
Railway and the dry dock must add 
materially to the business of Victoria, 
during the progress of these works, 
The result of the past year was a source 
of congratulation, as were the prospects 
of the coining. 

HUDSON P. AY CO. 

Mr. Wm. Charles, manager of this 
time-honored institution, referred to the 
healthy condition of trade and to the in- 
frequency of failures during P884. In 
some lines there had been a falling off; 
in others there was an increase. The 
uncertainty of the fate of the Dominion 
Liquor License Act had deranged trade 
in that class of goods, dealers not caring 
to be caught with heavy stocks in case 
of the shutting up of three-fourths of 
the saloons. The financial condition of 
the country was sound. Undoubted \y, 
when the Canadian Pacilic Railw ay was 
completed some goods now sent to tin; 
interior from Victoria would he procured 
from eastern trade centres ; but Victoria's 
sheet anchor would be manufactured 
articles which she could supply to the 
North West at a less cost than they 
could be had from ' the East. Some ar-

Tanning and Boot and Shoe Manufactur- 
ing Company, the pioneer wholesale boot 
and shoe factor}- of British Columbia, 
occupy two stories of their large brick 
building on Government Street, next to 
the Pritchard House, and have done 
during the past year greatly increased 
business. The Belmont company's goods 
have a deservedly high reputation for 
durability and first class workmanship 
in every part of British Columbia. At 
the provincial exhibitions held annually 
they have for many years distanced all 
competitors, and have taken the first 
prizes, During the year about 30,000 
pairs of boots and shoes have been manu- 
factured which have found ready sale. 
The number of hands employed is about 
05, to whom are paid about $2,000 per 
month in wages. The company's tannery 
is situated at Belmont, near Esquimalt, 
It is the largest and most complete tan- 
nery on this coast north of California, 
and is fitted up with the most recent im- 
proved appliances for the successful 
manufacture of leather of superior qual- 
ity. The output of the tannery is from 
(iOO to 700 hides per month of sole, upper, 
harness,bridle,and apparago leather. It is 
the intention of the Company to make 
extensive additions to their already 
efficient machinery in view of the pros- 
pective increase of trade consequent upon 
the completion next year of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. 

W. IIEATHORN, 

proprietor of the Victoria Boot and Shoe 
Factory, has greatly added to his. busi- 
ness during the past year, having put in 
a steam engine and some other machin- 
ery. His manufactory when lit up dur- 
ing the evening 'presents a very busy 
appearance. He is now preparing to 
manufacture the finer kinds of Indies' 
and gentlemen's boots and shoes, and 



talented white labor will be employed 
for the purpose. The leather used is 
chiefly made by the proprietor at bis 
tannery at Rock Bay, while the finer 
grades of kid and calf are imported. The 
office and salesroom, -10x00 feet, occupy 
the ground floor of the building adjoin- 
ing the po'stoffice, and a large assortment 
of footwear is constantly kept in stock: 
of his own manufacture, while rubber 
goods of which large quantities are sold, 
are imported The factory occupies two 
flats over the salesroom, 00x00 feet. 
On the first are the cutting, fitting, sew- 
ing, treeing, cleaning and crimping de- 
partments. On the upper flat is the 
bottoming department ; also the sole 
leather department, in which some 
heavy machinery is used, run by steam. 
The factory has been in existence about 
.1 2 years, and its goods are sold in every 
corner of the province. The average 
number of bands employed during the 
year is 70, who have, turned out about 
35,000 pairs of boots and shoes, which 
will amount to about §95,000. Exten- 
sive additions will be made during the 
year to the plant and force of workmen. 

Furniture Manufactories. 

JACOU SEHL, 
Government street, is an extensive man- 
ufacturer and importer of all grades of 
furniture, and during the past year has 
done a business that will aggregate 
about 8100,000.' Thirty skilled mechan- 
ics are constantly employed and a 
monthly pay roll of $1,500 is paid. Some 
improvements have been made in the 
plant during the past year, and machin- 
ery is now in transit for the manufac- 
ture of woven wire mattresses. On 
Government street is the showroom, and 
the warehouse occupies two fiats. The 
manufacturing department faces on 
bangley street and occupies two Hats, 
containing also a twenty-five-horse power 
engine. Mr. Sehl has been in business 
for over '24 years and has always been 
able to meet any demand for furniture 
and house furnishing. The woods for 
the manufacture of the finer classes of 
furniture are imported in the rough and 
worked up. 

Ml!. JOHN WEI LEU 
has an extensive factory for the manu- 
facture of furniture on Broad street 
and large warerooins on Fort street. 
About twenty men are employed, who 
draw from 8250 to 8300 weekly. Mr. 
Weiler during the past year has made 
extensive additions to his premises and 
machinery, and contemplates the building 
of an addition to the rear of his store on 
Port street, finding that he still requires 
additional room. An extensive crockeiy 
and glassware business is also trans- 
acted, and in his establishment almost 
every description of house furnishing 
goods may be procured. The factory on 
Broad street is 90x50, three stories in 
height, while the salesrooms on Fort 
street are two stories. Trade has been 
very good during the year, and is an in- 
crease on last, the entire business aggre- 
gating nearly §80,000. 

Sash, Door ami Planing 1 Faclories. 

JOHNSON, WALKER & FLEW, 
proprietors of the Queen City Planing 
Mill, Government street, at Rock Bay 
bridge, report a very large business for 
the year just closed. This firm has lieen 
in business but one year, and have an 
extensive plant for turning out sash and 
doors and house finishings and furni- 
ture. The building is 120 x 50 feet, two 
stories in height, the ground floor being 
the machine room, where there are 
planers and matchers, boring machines, 
rip saws, cut-off saw, band saw, scroll 
saw, two moulding machines, wood work- 
ing, tenoning, morticing, sand papering, 
and sash and door clamping machines. 
These an; driven by a shaft 100 feet long, 
with power supplied from a 25 horse 
power engine and tubular boiler, in de- 
tached building, where there is also a 
drying kiln, with a capacity of 5,000 feet 
of lumber every 48 hours. The second 
story is used as the furniture manufac- 
tory and warehouse. They employ 20 
men, with monthly pay roll of 81,200. 
Estimated output for year 830,000. 
51 UI RUE AD Sc MANX. 
This firm's extensive sash and door 
and planing factory on Constance street 
bus been running to its full capacity 
during the past year, employing nearly 
40 men and paying out a weekly wage 
of about S500. A large wing 40x100 
feet has lieen added during the past sea- 
son to their planing factory, and a two- 
story addition 40x50 feet to their ware- 
house, in which an extensive stock of 
sashes, doors, etc., is constantly kept. 
New machinery has also been added to 
their plant, and other improvements are 
contemplated, with an increased force of 
workmen for the prospective advance in 
the building line during the coming 
3'ear. 

CHAS. HAYWARD'S 
factory, corner of Broughton and Lang- 
ley streets, gives constant employment 
to about twenty hands, with an average 
weekly pay roll of 8-1-00. Business dur- 
ing the past year has been brisker than 
eVer before, and prospects for an in- 
creased trade. Mr. Hayward has also 
contracted for the building of the addi- 
tion to the New Westminster penitcn- 
tiaiy, and has recently finished the 
quarantine buildings at Albert Head. 

SMITH & CLARK 
have also a factory, corner of Langley 
and Fort streets, principally for the sup- 
plying of the material used in contracts. 
During the busy season this firm will 
employ from 25 to 40 men, and during 
the past year have done an extensive 
business. 

SAMUEL GRAY, 



built a two-story factory on Chatham 
street for his increased business, v/ith de- 
tached boiler house. A large lot of new 
machinery, planers, turners, etc., has 
lately been added, and about a dozen 
men are employed, 

CONTRACTORS. 
Victoria is well supplied with con- 
tractors, and prices have been pretty- 
close on all work done during the year. 
The older firms are Messrs. Humbcr, Mc- 
Kiilicun & Anderson, -i. P. Burgess, J. 
P. Elford, C, A. Lambkin, and others, 
while Messrs. Moore & Chisholm have 
been contractors for a number of exten- 
sive buildings during the year. 

Cigar Factories. 

KURTZ & CO., 

proprietors of the Pioneer cigar factory, 
corner of Government and Trounce 
streets, report a hugely increased trade 
during the prst year. The output of the 
factory has exceeded one and a quarter 
million cigars. The number of hands 
employed ranges from 50 to 0'5, with an 
average pay roll of 8700 weekly, none 
but white labor being employed. The 
tobacco used in manufacturing is the 
best to be had, and is imported direct 
from the Isle of Cuba. The traveler on 
the Pacilic coast knows that the brands 
manufactured by Kurtz & Co. are better 
than the imported Plavana. Since the 
establishment of the factory in 1879, the 
advance has been steady, with an ever 
increasing demand, notwithstanding the 
extra competition. 

MESSRS. TIKTJEN LEVY 

since their commencement in business 
nearly two years ago, have added gradu- 
ally to their trade, until now they have 
a large and flourishing business, employ- 
ing 25 hands, with a weekly pay roll of 
about 8500. None but white labor is 
employed, and the best tobacco used in 
the manufacture! of the cigars, of which 
75,000 monthly are manufactured. The 
factory is situated on Government street, 
in the old Colonial building. During 
the latter part of the year the partner- 
ship of the firm has changed, Messrs. 
Levy & Levy being the present, pro- 
prietors, but the celebrated "T. & L." 
brand of cigars will always bo a staple in 
the market. 



Pemlray's Soap Works. 

PENDRAY & CO., 
the only soap manufacturers in the 
province, have a very complete and com- 
pact establishment on Humboldt street, 
and facing the head of James Bay. The 
main buildings are the factory and 
warehouse, connected with each other 
by a tramway. There is also a carpen- 
ter's shop for the manufacture of the 
boxes used, and a blacksmith shop. The 
company manufacture about twenty dif- 
ferent varieties of washing and toilet 
soaps, and supply the greater part of the 
soaps used in the province. They also 
manufacture the Champion brand of 
washing powder and a large quantity of 
sal soda. About 17,000 pounds weekly 
of soap is made, and 5,000 pounds of sal 
soda monthly. The business during the 
past year has doubled, and larger boilers 
will be added to meet the growing trade. 
The premises are kept in perfect order 
and the system used in manufacturing' 
prevents any disagreeable odors from 
emanating. A large stock of the vari- 
ous brands are piled in boxes and in 
tiers of bars in the -warehouse and fac- 
tory, the hitter building being two 
stories in height, and supplied with the 
most approved machineiy, run by a ten- 
horse boiler and engine. The works 
were started three years ago and have 
made rapid advances in trade and ex- 
ten t.

The city time has for many 
years been furnished by Redfern's clock, 
a fine piece of mechanism, the works of 
which are situated in the rear, and wires 
passing through the building move the 
hands and strike the hours.

This 
firm have also a manufacturing depart- 
ment and any class of jewelry is furnish- 
ed from their workshop. The firm have 
been in business since 1802 and have 
earned a high place in the mercantile 
class which they represent. 

There are also several other houses for

Joseph Spratt, and were 
bought from that gentleman by the 
present company in l!SiS2. Large addi- 
tions have been made to Clio works since 
then, until now they arc as complete in 
their appointments For the turning out 
of the largest machinery as any metro- 
politan, institution. The industry is 
under the able management of Mr. Win. 
Bunen-, assisted by the very best work- 
men that can he procured as heads of the 
di fferent departments. 

The past year has been a very busy 
and profitable one for the company, they 
turning out nearly 8-0,000 per month, 
and employing constantly 12o men, an. 
increase of 25 over the previous year. 
The chesses of work manufactured are 
many, and comprise engines and boilers 
of different descriptions, cars and car 
wheels, stoves, etc. Among cithers they 
have built the machinery for the Do- 
minion Government snag boat, the Hast- 
ings saw mill tug boat, and a rirsi-class 
tow boat fin- the Royal City planing 
mills. Three pairs of powerful hoisting 
engines were manufactured for Messrs. 
R. Dunsinuir & Sons. They have also 
almost completed a large pair of power 1 
ful compound engines for the steamer 
Pilot, the largest of the kind ever made 
outside of San Francisco on this coast. 
There is also under construction a- 225 
herse-powcr engine and boiler for Messrs 
Croft to Angus, of the Che'mainus saw- 
null. They are also making a number 
of cars for the contractors of the Esqui- 
mau and Nanaimo Railway. There is 
also under construction a pair of compact 
hist powerful compound engines and 
boilers for a passenger and freight steam- 
er for the northern waters, and a pair of 
engines and two steel boilers for Mr. J. 
Spratt. 

The company's well-known stoves are 
giving the most entire satisfaction, and 
asa proof of their popularity the sales 
for the year just closed have almost 
doubled those of the previous. 

The new addition to the business, that 
of nickel-plating, is also proving a pay- 
ing investment, and is used by the com- 
pany extensively in the manufacture of 
their stoves and in adorning other work.

From 
15 to IS in iMi are employed, they being 
under the supervision of the proprietor, 
who is a practical machinist. 

Robertson's boiler works, 
situated on Telegraph Hill, hav edone a 
large business during the past year, from 
15 to 20 men having been employed in 
the boiler and blacksmith shops. There 
are three forges in the shop, and an ex- 
tensive building is used for boiler 
making, 

Scattered throughout the city are a 
large number of blacksmith shops, cm- 
ploying altogether from 75 to 100 men, 
Among the principal there are W. A. 
Robertson's, Boi'de & Bartrin, J. Morley, 
J. Millar and others. 



Saw Wills. 

W. P. SAYIVA RD.^ 

.This gentleman is one of the pioneers 
of 1858, and has been in business since 
that date. His saw mill at Kock Bay 
bridge is the only one in the city, ami 
has a capacity of 25,000 feet daily, the 
output for the past year being over 
6,00.0,000 feet. The power is furnished 
by an 80 horse power engine, which 
drives two double eircular saws, planers 
and trimmers. Thirty men are employ- 
ed in the saw mill, and draw a monthly 
pay roll of $2,000. Employment is alsu 
given to a large number of Indians and 
Chinese. About 40 men are also em- 
ployed in the logging camps, earning an 
aYCi'age salary of 850 per month and 
boarc , 



Carringes anil Implements. 

M'KENZIE & MESTON, 
Covern>v:ont street, manufacturers of 
carriagv-si wagons, plows, harrows, etc., 
have done a largely increased business 
during the past year, employing during 
the Busy season 10 men in the carriage 
and blacksmith shops, with an average 
pay roll of $150 per week. 

WM. (HtlMM, 

Johnson street, has manufactured some 
very line carriages during the past sea- 
son, employing from 10 to 15 hands, 
with an average pay roll of about 8175. 
He also manufactures wagons, buggies, 
and does a general hlacksmithing busi- 
ness. 

CHARLES HALL, 
.Johnson street, also does a general car- 
riage and hlacksmithing business, and 
this year has manufactured a number of 
line buggies and sleighs. There are four 
forges in the blacksmith shop, anil about 
15 men arc employed during the greater 
part of the -season. 

Marble Works. 

GEORGE RUDGE, 
proprietor of the Victoria marble works, 
reports a largely enhanced business for 
the past year. He employs ti men, who 
are paid 84 per day each in wages. The 
demand for mantles has greatly increased, 
In; having supplied some very handsome 
pieces in Italian marble and granite. 
Columns and other stone work for houses 
has also been in good demand. A great 
number of monuments and tombstones 
have been manufactured, and, strange to 
say, the Indians .of the northern coast 
are the largest buyers, some of those 
supplied costing 8350 each. Mr. Rudgc 
is the only manufacturer of t his class of 
goods in the city, and is doing an exten- 
sive business. 

shut manufactory. 

T. 11. PEARSON 
has a factory for the manufacture of 
white and colored shirts, undershirts and 
drawers, collars and cutis, and other 
gents' furnishing goods in the Hank Ex- 
change building. Langloy street. He 
also manufactures overalls, etc. Em- 
ployment is given to from 15 to 20 
hands, and the manufacturing is done 
exclusively for the wholesale trade, the 
capacity of the factory being from 40 to 
50 dozen per week. 

.So<!:i Water Works. 

MR. c. MOKI.EV, 
manufacturer of soda and aerated waters, 
ginger beei', etc., moved into a large two- 
story brick building 40 x 50, in Wad- 
dington alley, and reports trade as fair 
for the year. 

MR. A. PHILLIPS 
has also done a very large business in 

soda water, ginger I r, etc.. his works 

being situated on Yates street. 

Fork Packers. 

.1. (iijSNKLL, 
Douglas street, Ibis converted over 250 
hogs into choice' hams and side bacon, 
and also put up about ."1,500 pounds of 
lard. The hogs used are principally 
those raised on the island, 

JULIUS KARRAN 
does a general pork packing and sausage 
making business on \ ales street. Dur- 
ing the year from 250 to 300 hogs have 
been smoked and cured into hams and 
bacon. About 4,000 pounds of lard have 
also been put up. A much larger num- 
ber could be put up if a supply .were 
■procurable. 

Biscu i I Mil ii ii facto rers. 

MESSRS, NESIHTT & CO., 
Fort street, carry on the business origin- 
ally established in I85S by the late d. 
Nesbitt. Six men are constantly em- 
ployed in the manufacturing and baking, 
there being three machines driven by 
steam, and two ovens, 1 1 ft. x Hi ft. each. 
This Hnn supply the navy and shipping, 
but sell the bulk of their manufacture to 
provincial trade. The capacity of the 
bakery is thirty boxes daily, soda, sugar, 
pilot, cabin and navy crackers being 
made. Increased facilities will probably 
be added to meet their largely increased 
trade. 

The Meat Supply. 

There is probably no other city on tlx 1 
•continent which has so great and varied 
a meat supply as Victoria. .Many of the 
linns are extensive growers of stock and 
the quality of the meat furnished is un- 
rivalled for its excellence. 

MESSRS. GOOnA'CRE & DOOLEY 
are the longest established house in the 
trade, and are doing a splendid business. 
Their display of fresh meats at all times 
will rank with any that may be made in 
the largest cities. "During the year their 
trade has'required 1,800 head of cattle, 
7,200 shoe}! and lambs, 400 calves and 
1,000 hogs. This Krm have the contract 
for supplying B. M. Heet at Esquimalt 
and do a large merchant shipping trade,. 
In salt meats they have exported and 
supplied to the navy and shipping 1,200 
barrels, or 120,000 pounds of beef; and 
of pork 45,000 pounds, the merchant 
shipping being tie.' principal consumers 
of the latter. 

VAN VOLK ENRCTltGH & Co. 
are the largest firm of stock growers and 
butchers in the country, having a branch 
at New Westminster ami an extensive 
stock ranch in the interior on Canoe 
Creek, some 7,000 acres in extent, on 
which is generally 800 head of cattle 
and large numbers of hogs and sheep. 



Canoe Creek passes through the centre 
of the farm, a distance of ten miles. 
Under cultivation are about 800 acres. 
This company have the contract for 
supplying fresh meat and vegetables to 
Her Majesty's navy, and also the P. C. 
Steamship Co., O. R. & N. Co. and the C. 
P. N. Co. To supply their Victoria trade 
225 cattle, 750 sheep and lambs, 100 
hogs, and 75 to 100 calves are slaughter- 
ed monthly, while (10 barrels of corned 
beef and 20 of pork are monthly put up. 
During the past season they have also 
cured 8,000 hams and bacon. In con- 
nection with their market they also 
manufacture sausages in large quan- 
tities. Trade during the past year has 
been much in excess of any previous one. 

D. NELSON & CO. 
have stores at the corner of Douglas and 
Yates streets, ami and at Esquimalt. For 
their weekly trade they slaughter 15 
head of cattle, 40 sheep and lambs, ten 
hogs and fifteen calves. This firm has 
been in business about a year. 

METCALFE BROS., 
Johnson street, have only been in busi- 
ness a few months, but are doing all the 
business they can handle, ' requiring a 
large number id' animals for their week- 
ly trade. 

JOHN PARKER, 
of the London Market, Government 
street, has been in business for the last 
fifteen years, ami has always done a 
large business in supplying the local de- 
mand for meat. 

ROBERT PORTER, 
Johnston street, slaughters monthly 45 
cattle, 400 sheep, 20 hogs and 20 calves. 
The business done is an improv ement on 
previous years.

During the past year extensive addi- 
tions and improvements have been made 
to hotel accommodation, which still has 
been taxed to its utmost capacity to 
meet the influx id' new blood and the 
tourist travel. First and foremost is

Redon & ETartnagle, proprietors, noted 
all over the American continent for its 
excellent appointments and unrivalled 
cuisine. During the past year a large 
addition was built to the rear of the 
building, and now 1 50 guests can be 
catered to within its walls. The com- 
pletion of the new theatre will add 
greatly to this hotel, and there is the 
probability of a wing being -put on the 
south side equal to the present, capacity 
of the house, in order to meet, the in- 
creased tourist ami other travel. The 
addition will make the capacity of the 
house about 450 guests. 

THE ORIENTAL 
is situated on Yates street and has only 
been in use for the past year and few 
months. It has a capacity for the sleep- 
ing of about I 50 gliosis, while 200 can 
be conveniently accommodated at its ex- 
cellent table. During the coming year 
it, is the intention of the proprietor, Mr. 
W. McKean, to tear down the old Ori- 
ental saloon and build an addition simi- 
lar to the new three-story front. This 
will make a handsome building and will 
almost double the capacity of the hotel. 

THE OCCIDENTAL, 
Luke Pither, proprietor, has a sleeping 
capacity dI' 1 40, while 250 can be accom- 
modated at its table each meal. Through 
the energy of its present proprietor it 
has become one of the best known hotels 
of the country among the trav eling pub- 
lic, and is a favorite resort for the in- 
creasing population. Situated corner of 
Wharf and Johnson streets it commands 
a line v iew of the harbor and is conveni- 
ent to the steamers. 

THE BRUNSWICK, 
VV. Ousterhaut, proprietor, is also a new 
hotel, run on the temperance principle, 
and can accommodate 40 guests. The 
rooms are large and everything in con- 
nection with the house is new and good. 

There a re about a dozen other hotels 
of greater or less capacity, and all dur- 
ing the past year have been doing a 
rushing business. 



Livery Stables. 

Victoria is well supplied with livery 
stables, there being over a dozen for the 
supplying of the local and tourist trade. 
Prominent among them are the stables of 
THE VICTORIA TRANSFER CO. ( LIMITED.) 
The above named Company was or- 
ganizer! in 1 <X8'l, and under a special act 
of incorporation possesses the privilege 
of constructing' street car lines through- 
out this city. At- present their oper- 
ations are confined to conducting a 
general hack, livery and transfer busi- 
ness, but it is confidently expected that 
negotiations with eastern capitalists will 
shortly be closed -that will result in an 
early commencement of a street railway 
system. The Company intend immedi- 
ately proceeding with the erection of a 
large two-storey stable on Broughton 
street, running through to Courtenay, 
and covering a space (Hi x 190 feet, with 
accommodation for 100 head rjf horses 
and 50 vehicles. Rooms will be pro- 
vided for their employees and handsome 
offices fitted up. They now use in con- 
nection with their hack and livery busi- 
ness about fifty head of horses, ami have 
ten conveyances on the street. They 
lately have adopted a very reasonable 
tariff of hack rates, and finding their 
business materially increased, will place 
three more carriages on the stand in the 
spring, besides adding largely to their 
stock for the new stable. 

W. G. BOWMAN. 
This gentleman has been in business 
since 1858, and has a most complete es- 
tablishment. The stables are situated 



on Broad and View streets, and 35 horses 
are kept, and a large assortment of bug- 
gies and carriages. He has also the 
contract for carrying the mails to Esqi- 
malt, and stages are run to that point 
several times daily. 

MR. JOHN DALBV'S 
liver y and sale stables are situated on 
Pandora avenue, and a stock of 21 horses 
and a tine assortment of buggies and 
carriages are kept. Mr. Ualby has been 
in business about a year and has greatly 
increased it since starting. 

FASHION LIVERY STABLES. 

From 15 to 20 horses are kept in these 
stables, and a large supply of buggies 
and hacks, under the management of 
Mr. J. Tait. 

Half-a-dozen other stables are in town 
with greater or lesser capacity, and the 
trade is keenly competed for. 

VICTORIA TRUCK AND DRAY CO. 

Last spring this company was organ- 
ized for the purpose of cartage from and 
to the wharves. They have a large 
number of trucks and drays, and under 
the management of Mr. \V. Mixer do 
the majority of the cartage trade of the 
city. 

The British Columbia Express 
Co., Limited. 

This Company was incorporated in 
1878 for the purpose of conducting an 
express and stage business throughout 
the province, formerly carried on by V. 
J. Barnard & Co., under the name of 
" Barnard's Express." 

They have agencies established at all 
important points, and operate over the 
Canadian Pacific railway westward as 
far as the end of the track. They have 
favorable rates on packages and parcels, 
and every facility for collecting accounts 
and tilling commissions entrusted to 
them. Money remitted through them 
is insured against all risk whatsoever at 
" Lloyd's," and carried at less than 
money order rates. 

Their stage lines, carefully managed, 
under the superintendence' of Mr. S. 
Tingley, are well equipped. They work 
150 horses, employ about 50 men as 
hostlers anil drivers, and raise their own 
stock. 

This Company intend equipping the 
gap between the ends of the track of the 
C. P. It. early in the coming spring with 
stage coaches and saddle horses, thus 
establishing a through connection on 
British soil between Victoria and east- 
ern points some time before the com- 
pletion of railway communication.
